Whereas,  application  has  been  made  to  this  Council  by  peti- 
tion, signed  by  a  considerable  number  of  the  ratepayers  of  the 
locality  to  be  affected  by  the  change  sought  by  such  application, 
for  the  passing  of  a  By-law  to  authorize  the  closing  up  and  convey- 
ance of  the  original  allowance  for  road  between  lots  19  and  20,  in 
the  13th  Concession  of  the  Township  of  Pelham,  in  exchange  for 
a  road  proposed  to  be  opened  on  the  lands  of  Mary  Ellen  Farr, 
upon  the  line  between  her  land  and  that  of  Andrew  Parker,  in  the 
said  lot  19  ;

much  of  the  same  as  is  occupied  by  the  River  Road,  sometimes 
called,  also  "The  Chippawa  Road,"  which  crosses  the  said  original 
allowance  for  road  in  a  southeasterly  and  northwesterly  direction 
near  the  southern  terminus  of  such  original  allowance  for  road. 

And  the  Reeve  of  the  corporation  of  the  said  Township  of 
Pelham,  is  hereby  authorized  to  convey  the  said  road  so  hereby 
closed  up,  in  fee  simple,  to  Mary  Ellen  Farr,  wife  of  Calvin  Alex- 
ander Farr,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  conditions  hereinafter 
mentioned,  in  lieu  of  the  lands  hereinafter  mentioned  and  describ- 
ed and  appropriated  as  a  public  highway,  she  being  the  owner  and 
proprietor  of  the  west  one-fifth  part  of  lot  19  aforesaid,  next 
adjoining  the  said  original  allowance  for  road,  and  u[)on  the  eastern 
boundary  of  which  said  one-fifth  part  of  lot  19  the  said  substituted 
road  is  to  run. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted  that  a  new  public  road  and  highway  is 
hereby  established  on  the  west  side  of  and  next  adjoining  the  .east- 
ern boundary  of  the  said  west  one-fifth  part  of  lot  1 9  aforesaid,  as 
shewn  by  the  annexed  plan  of  said  lot  marked  B.,  the  said  public 
road  to  run  from  the  front  to  the  rear  of  concession  13  aforesaid, 
with  a  uniform  width  of  sixty-six  feet,  the  soil  and  freehold  of 
which  said  public  road  are  hereby  vested  in  Her  Majesty,  her  heirs 
and  successors,  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  highway  forever. 

III.  This  By-law  shall  have  force  and  effect  after  confirma-

new  road  so  to  be  opened,  and  either  pile  the  same  for  burning,  or 
remove  it  from  the  proposed  road  ;  that  she  shall  also  bridge  the 
two  principal  swamps   on  such  road   insofar  as  to   place  and  put 
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down  sufficient  wood  and  timber  as  a  foundation  for  such  bridging, 
not  less  than  fourteen  feet  wide,  such  timber  to  be  closely  laid  for 
covering  with  earth.  That  she  shall  also  provide  the  material  for, 
and  erect  a  good  rail  fence  on  the  east  side  of  such  new  road  and 
upon  the  western  boundary  line  of  the  adjoining  lands,  owned  by 
Andrew  Parker,  for  one-half  the  distance  or  length  of  Parker's 
entire  lot,  commencing  at  the  north  end  of  the  lot, — the  said 
fence  to  be  of  good  material  and  well  and  properly  put  up,  and 
staked  or  locked,  and  thereafter  to  be  possessed  and  maintained  by 
the  said  Andrew  Parker,  his  heirs  and  assigns. 

That  the  said  Mary  Ellen  Farr  shall  also  open  up  the  said  road, 
and  convey  the  same,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
corporation  of  Pelham,  for  the  proper  use  intended  by  such  form 
of  conveyance  as  the  Reeve  may  deem  requisite  :  All  such  open- 
ing up,  fencing,  bridging,  and  cutting  down  and  disposition  of 
brush,  wood  and  timber,  to  be  done  within  the  time  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Council. 

IV.  The  current  expenses  preliminary  to  the  passing  of  this 
By-law,  as  well  as  those  attending  the  preparation  of  the  deeds  of 
conveyance  required  or  authorized  by  this  said  By-law,  and  includ- 
ing also  the  expenses  attending  the  registration  of  such  deeds  and 
of  this  By-law,  shall  be  borne  and  paid  in  advance  by  the  said 
Mary  Ellen  Farr.

MARSH  LANDS. 

To  the    Warden  and   Coimcillors  of  the   County  of   Wetland  in 
Council  Assembled  : 

The  Committee  on  Marsh  Lands  beg  to  make  their  first 
report : — 

Your  committee,  acting  under  instructions  of  a  report  adopted 
by  your  Honorable  Council  on  the  27th  of  January  last  re 
Marsh  Lands  Drainage,  also  a  resolution  of  Council  subsequently 
passed  on  28th  day  of  January,  relating  to  same  matter, — 

Your  committee  advertised  for  tenders  for  the  Engineering  of 
the  Marsh  Lands  Drainage  and  only  received  two  tenders,  viz :  one 
from  Thomas  Scane,  P.  L.  Surveyor,  of  Ridgetown,  Ont,  at  $5.00 
per  day,  and  pay  his  own  expenses  ;  the  other  from  H.  T.  Ross,  of 
Welland,  at  $4.00  per  day  for  time  actually  engaged,  Mr.  Ross 
finding  himself  and  furnishing  at  his  own  expense  all  material  re- 
quired for  office  work. 

Your  committee  considering  Mr.  Ross  to  be  a  good  engineer 
on  drainage  works,  and  his  tender,  being  the  lowest,  was  ac- 
cepted. 

Mr.  Ross  commenced  his  work  of  survey  and  leveling  in  the 
month  of  March  last,  and  continued  up  to  the  isth  day  of  April. 
That  owing  to  not  being  able  to  procure  board  and  lodging  in  the 
marsh,  Mr.  Ross  erected  a  small  board  shanty  on  a  small  float,  in 
which  he  had  his  meals  and  occasionally  lodged  by  night.  Mr. 
Ross  was  getting  on  very  nicely  and  felt  much  encouraged  in  the 
progress  he  was  making,  and  we  regret  being  obliged  to  report  his 
I  being  disabled,  so  there  is  little  prospect  of  Mr.  Ross  being  able  to 
I  continue  the  surv'ey  this  present  season. 

Your  committee  beg  further  to  report,  that,  owing  to  the  facts 

I  already  stated,  the  engineering  on  Marsh  Lands  Drainage  has  been 

at  a  stand  still.     By  directions   of  committee,    Mr.  Lee   wrote   to 

John  DeCew,  P.  L.  S.,  Cayuga,  County    Haldimand,   to  ascertain 

if  he  would  undertake  the  completion  of  the  survey  commenced  by 

1  Mr.  Ross.       After  the  lapse  of  a  few  weeks,  Mr.  Lee  had  a  letter 
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from  Mr.  DeCew  expressing  his  sorrow  for  Mr.  Ross,  and  his  re- 
gret in  not  being  able  to  serve  the  County  of  Welland,  on  account 
of  his  being  engaged  in  Manitoba  for  this  season. 

Since  the  Council  met,  your  committee  had  information  of 
other  surveyors,  and  if  successful  in  getting  a  suitable  one  it  is  the 
intention  of  your  committee  to  have  the  engineering  contmucd  to 
conpletion,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  this  Council. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  account  of  H.  T.  Ross,  as 
per  statement  rendered  for  his  own  time  and  assistance,  being  paid, 
amounting  to  $236.27,  also  account  of  M.  Beatty  &  Son,  $4.50, 
for  one  post  auger  with  10  feet  stem  in  three  pieces,  said  auger  to  be 
the  property  of  this  County  for  future  use  when  needed. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  a  resolution  of  this  Council, 
passed  at  January  session,  directing  that  all  amounts  for  interest 
due  County  by  Marsh  Lands  debtors  if  not  paid  by  first  of  June 
be  handed  to  County  Solicitor  for  collection,  be  not  carried  out;

I  beg  leave  to  inform  the  Council  of  the  municipality  of  the 
County  of  Welland,  that  the  accommodation  afforded  me  in  the 
public  buildings,  in  the  County  Town,  for  my  use  as  Judge  of  the 
County  Court  and  Master  of  the  Supreme   Court   of  Judicatures 
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of  the  Province,  at  Welland,  is  insufficient  to  enable  me 
to  discharge  the  duties  pertaining  to  this  office  with  efficiency  and 
due  regard  for  the  public  interests.  The  office  of  Master  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  equivalent  to  the  old  one  of  Master  in  Chancery, 
has  been  but  lately  established  in  this  County.  Through  it,  numbers 
of  deeds,  books  and  valuable  documents  are  place  in  my  custody, 
and  I  am  frequently  obliged  to  hold  examinations  of  witnesses  in 
chambers,  both  as  Judge  of  the  County  Court  and  Master.  I 
have  no  place  for  the  safekeeping  of  the  documents,  &c.,  I  have 
mentioned,  and  they  are  exposed  to  danger  of  fire  and  theft,  and 
the  accommodation  for  holding  examinations  is  so  extremely 
limited  as  to  render  a  proper  discharge  of  my  duties  almost  im- 
practicable. The  public  convenience,  too,  requires  additional  facili- 
ties in  chambers.  The  office  furniture  and  fittings  are  also  in- 
sufficient. I  have,  therefore,  to  ask  the  County  to  furnish  me 
with,  ist,  A  room  in  addition  to  and  adjoining  the  one  I  now 
occupy,  or  two  rooms  in  some  other  situation.  2nd,  A  sufficient

provided  with  seats  and  a  stove.  In  accordance  with  your 
iLordship's  suggestion  we  have  considered  the  proposed  alteration 
In  the  number  of  the  Grand  Jury,  and  we  are  unanimously  of  the 
Union   that  it  would  be  no   improvement  on  the  present  system. 
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Upon  our   inspection  of  the   prison  we  have  ascertained   that  on
